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Practical Operation of the Reconstrucs
tion Bill,

Tae most interesting tople commanding the
public attention just now is the process of
reconstruotion under the bills which have
lately passed Congress, The fiest result of
these messures has boen to throw the hitherto
united, definnt, and sullen South into the
vtmeost oonfusion. A flerce discussion has
sprung up in every one of the lite Rabel
States as to what shall be done. Public men
are divided; the press is divided; public senti-
ment ia divided. We bave already the nu-
olens of two great parties at the South. It is
no longer a solid South against the North, but
it is & home contest between elements of
nearly equal strength, This of itself is a
groat gain, So long as the whites of the South
stood solidly together, the situation was un-

promising. Now, for the first time since the
Rebellion broke out, we behold a divided
South.,

The elemont of division is the question of
action or non-action under the Reconstruotion
bill, The old fire-cating faction—the original
Secosaionists and nulliflers—as a class, are so
bitterly opposed to the admission of the negro
to political equality that they cannot consent
to sot at all. The burden of their argmment is
ihat the law Is oppressive, degrading, and
unoonstitutional—arguments which they un-
fortunately find ready coined in the veto mes.
sage of President Johnson, They look with
longing eyes to the Supreme Court, and are
disposed, Micawber-like, to wait for something
to turn up. On the the
moderate men—those who wers driven into
the Rebellion, not from choice, but from the
force of circumstances—and an oceasional old
leader who has sense enough to vomprehend
the revolution that has passed over the conn-
try since 1861, urge prompt and cordinl action
under the bill. Already, this class of men are
denounced by the fire-esgrs. The contest is
gettling down to one between the fire-eaters, on
one side, and the moderate men, whites and
negroes, on the other.

The policy of non-action must inevitably
fail. The work of registering voters will
soon be in full operation in every one of the
late Rebel States. If the fire-eaters do not
choose to take the oath and register thom-
selves, they will neither defeat nor delay the
work. They will simply exclude themselves
from all participation in the politieal power of
the Btate. The and the moderate
white men will certainly be registersd, and
will go ahead with the work of framing Con-
gtitutions and State Governments. In a very
short time the whole political organization
will have passed into their hands, The Pro.
visional Governments will have gone ont of
existence, and the new Governments will have
taken their places. No decision of the
Supreme Court can then reach the case; for
the recomstructed republican governments
will be the only ones in existence, and will
be promptly admitted to the Union. No de-
cision of the Supreme Court can ever annul a
do facto BState GOovernment, recognized by
Congress, and admitted to its sharae of powar
in the Union. The Supreme Court will not
attempt it.

The work of reconstruction, therefore, under
the Congressiopal plan, is bound to go on,
and to be nccomplished. This will become so

apparent that the fire-eaters themsuolves will
be forced to partivipate. Yet we expect they
will be so tardy and hesitating about the
matter, so full of bitterness towards the North
and of prejudice against the negro, that they
will lose control of mearly every one of the
late Rebal States.

The negro vote is to be the great controlling
element in the Sonth, until the political rights
and privileges of that class shall have been
placed upon a secure and nnguestionid
foundation. Politicians of all classes will soon
oourt it, and no party will dare to attempt to
deprive them of their franchises.

The Popular Branches of the Great
Governments,

De. Cosmmises, in the lagt of his “Last Warn-

ing Cries,"" anticipates the termination of this

most gnodiy frame, the earth, because of the

rapid fulfilment of prophecies, among which

he eites the unstable condition of the varions

Govaruments of the world, and infers from the

rooky condition of the great powers that their
fall will soon occur, and with that the end of
all. To any one, however, who has watched
the progress of the recent Continental elections,
and has observed their resalt, it wonld be
clear that most of the kingdoms of the world
are roally more sevurely seated in the affac-
tions of the people than they have been for
many years. Those who have noticed the
gigus of the times, and have been predicting
approaching revolutions, must have omitted
to look at that standard guage by which we
are now enabled to measure the strength of a
government—the proportien of the opposition
in the National Legislatare. It is noticeabls
that a political storm s always preceded by a
growing power in the opposition to the Govern-
ment in the legislative branches, As a
general rule, so long as the representatives
stand by a monarch they are safe, for, repre-
sonting as they do the people, it is seldom that
they differ from their constituents on any
great question. Glanelng st the relative

strongth of the opposing parties ln the legls-

Intive ausemblion of the varions naflons, wa
find that the largest vota in opposition to the
existing sathorities is nd In the British
Parliament, yet no one balieve that the
throne of Grest Britain is in dangoer. A
yonr ago the three parties in Parliamoent, the
govornment of Lord Russell, the opposition of
Lord Derby, and the Adullamites of Mr. Lowe,
warn 50 divided that Mr. Lowe, joining with
Lord Derby, overthrew Lord Russell. The
eloction did not materially alter the strength
of the parties, except that it added to the
Derby party sufficlent to overcome & union of
the other two., In the House, in suoh a moa-
sure as the Reform bill just introduced, the
Government will have at least thirty majority.
The closeness of the vole does not affect
tho Crown, but only applies to the existing
Ministers,

In Frunee, although the Government is not
baged on anything like as sure s foundation as
that of Great Britain, yet its vota in the Corps
Législanf is far larger. The Frenoh Legisla-
ture is classed into three bodies, the “right,"
or Government party; the “left,"’ or opposition
party; the “‘third purty" (tiers parti), who cor-
respond with the Adullamites of the English
Parlinment. The late debato in the Chamber
shows the strength of the three parties, fhe
Government numbering some one hundred and
elghty votes, the opposition twenty-five and the
third party sixty-one. From this it will bs seen
that even if the third party joinsd the oppo-
gition on any question, the two wonld be
lnrgely outvoted by the Government side. It
is, however, in France far different than in
England ; in the latter an adverse majority in
the Honse means a change of Ministry ; in the
former it means the overthirow of the throne.
The assembling of the North Germau Par-
liament has shown the strength of Prussia.
There can be but little doubt that King Wil-
liam and Bigsmark have a two-thirds vote in
their favor. This result is reached although
the Poles sent eleven adverse members and
the Danes two.
are at

The fact, however, that thore
least a million souls who desire to ba
entirely separated from the German Confade-
ration, may be gignificant of what might result
in case of another Continental war.

Garibaldi, ih Italy, has succeeded in gather-
ing aronnd him a powerful minority of anti-
Papal Liberals, and may sugceed in yet fur-
ther increasing his party. The recent salec-
tions appear to had met with some peculiar
mishaps, as we arfe told that most of themn
have to be held over again, We do not know
what has cansed such a necessity, unless in
the number of the candidates nons had a4 ma-
jority of the wvotes onst, a3 is sometimes the
cage in New Hampshire angd in other States
whers a majority is necessffy to an election,
Of the relative strength of the two parties we
can, therefore; form no definite idea.

The vote in our own House of Representa-
tives is more overwholmingly in favor of the
dominant party than in any of the monarchies
of the globs, we having 138 in favor of pro-
to less than 40 who desire to see the
country retrograde. In looking, therefore,
at the mnumerieal relations between the
friends and opponents of the existing Gov-
ermuents of the great natious of the Old and
New Worlds, we cannot bat think that to
most of these may be just now applied the
title of a “land of settled government,” and
Mr. Swinbarne was not authorized, even by
poetic license, to dedicate the *Song of Revo-
lutions’ to the days in which we live.

This devision, which is said to
have bLeen utterly unexpected by the Con-
servatives, completes the revolution in Ten-
nogges, The worle of reconstruction in that
State has been done very much after the pro-
gramme Iaid down by Andrew Johnson in
1864, before he had deserted the Union party,
except that the confiscaticn of the property of
leading Robels, and the division of their estates,
which he proposed, has not been accomplished,

Railrond Vetoes in Michigan.
Goverxor Cravro, of Michigan, has vetoed
twenty railrond Lills passed by the Logisla-
ture of that State for the construction of rail-
roads by the aid of municipal taxation, The
veto has been sustnined. The people of the
State will hereafter thank the Governor for
his action, Manisipal aid to railroad enter-
prises has burdened many communitios in the
West with o load of taxation which they are
unable to endure, and from which some of
them have endeavored to esoape by repudia-
tion. In Wisconsin, during the railroad ex-
citement several years ago, egen the farmers
along many of the routes gave mortgages
upon their farms to assist in building the
roads, with the wain expectation that the
stock they wera to receive for the same would
bring them out more than safe. Of conrse it
did no such thing, and when the mortgages
came to be foreclosed an excitement was pro-
duced in Wisconsin  almost equal to the
famous *‘Anti-rent war" in New York. The
people of Michigan may cougratulate them-
selves upon their escape.
